Isable faluage heart of theefe to mate, 

Now in thisequipage a mile and more

Though Kings of X'gypt would this Fen hauedrain'd, 
Theſe wouldnot ſuffert'c, thinking better gain'd, 
With eale, ſome fiſh, or fowle, or flag, or reed, 
Than with due carethe grazing herds to feed, 
Wherenow a Pike, well might they feed an Oxe 
Yea meat,drinke,cloth, have from their dleating {10Cks. 
Yerſomethey graze, and Herdmen arethey call'd, 
Though trom all hand of Iuſtice water-wall'd. 
Athceuiſh Fort, andthnher ſtillrecoyle 
Thelawlcfle Crew, and ſuch as liue by ſpoyle. 

Their wondrous ſtore of Cane, thaton the marge 
Of this their Lake ſhoots-out both long and large, 
For Bulwarke ſerues them ; hauing cut ſome wayes | 
To them, netothers knowen, with crooked bayes 
That from aſſaults and ſudden oucrtures, 
As Labyrinth, their dwelling place ſecures. 
And morethanlake-fiſh hungry maw to foule, 
Fruit, herbe, and root they haue, and tore of fowle. 
The Swan both ſwigming there, and flying freely, 
The loftie Sternet cryivg Ely, Ely, 
Ti'Ibis, Halcyon, Crane with tufted rump, 
Storke, Shov'ler, Herneſhaw, Bittour ſounding Bumpe, 


Coot, Red-ſhanke, Sca-mew, Teale, Di-dapping-Chucke, 


Goole, Sca-pic, Moore-hen, Olprey, Widgen, Ducke : 
'Thad almoſt forgot that molt of all 
Remarkablis, the bird that here we call 
The Cormorant, Emblemeof Penall Lav, 
With long, ſharpe, hooked bill, edg'd like a fav, 
To ho!d an Ecle, but great one ſeldome takes, 
Theſe arethe fowle that haunt the fenny Lakes. 
Now, as the Sunne declining lower gocs, 
To tl'cye of man he great'r and greater ſhowes ; 
And farther makes to ſhoot forth on the ground 
The ſhade of things, till allin Jarke be drown'd, 
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Butere the Set came Captaine theefeto Lake, 
Where his prey-leden men him overtake. 

The Knight and Lady ſome ofthem diſmount ;

And was the cauſe why fo my Father vs'd me ; 

Yet falſe ro him ; faith, if Twould, Imight

Prouokes meto reuenge my ſelfe; and I 

Belceuing all, as not vnlike, apply 

My ſclfe thereto : ſhe came at night, and ſaid; 

Thetime is come ; belecue your faithfull Maid. 

| Your father's forth, th*Adulter new gone in; 

Now, if you be a man, reuenge the ſinne, 

With weap*n in hand I forcethe chamber dore, 

And finde my ſelfe deceived by that whore;
